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Children, Privacy Prime Factors for Buying Home

I/ots of persons buy houses, 

but did you ever wonder 
why? A recent study by a 
leading management consult­ 
ing firm disclosed some in­ 
teresting motivation factors 
on the part of home buyers.

The three prime reasons 
why people buy hou.ses. ac­ 
cording to the study, are chil­ 
dren, privacy and conveni­ 
ence. Ranked fourth was the 
thought that a home means 
"individuality and indepen­ 
dence" and lowest-rated was 
the feeling that suburbia is a 
place for "socializing and en­ 
tertaining."

The study also determined 
that women naturally tend to 
want a home of their own. 
Men. on the other hand, dis­ 
agree with their better half's 
inclination and claim that

they invest in a home because 
they prefer paying off a mort­ 
gage rather than "wasting" 
money on a landlord.

Children, however, are a 
major factoi in settling any 
bickering between parents 
on the wisdom of buying a 
house. The study showed that 
children provide a constant 
stimulus to apartment dwell­ 
ers to relocate in bigger quar­ 
ters in the suburbs.

J. II. BINGER. board chair­ 

man of Honeywell. Inc., sees 
the long awaited turn around 
in housing starts beginning. 
"For the first time in 15 
months we are optimistic 
about housing starts," says 
Ringer. "In fact, we believe 
that the long-forecast upturn 
has begun."

The Honeywell executive

cautioned that it may be sev­ 
eral months before the ef­ 
fects of improved housing re­ 
flect themselves in Honey- 
well results. Orders for home 
comfort controls and equip­ 
ment Honeywell manufac­ 
tures are among the last or­ 
dered for homes. "Although 
economists have been fore­ 
casting an upturn in housing 
for some time, it has been 
slower in coming than ex­ 
pected. Now we feel that we 
are seeing the beginning of a 
rising trend that should con­ 
tinue for several years," Bin- 
gcr said.

Binger cited the fact that 
vacancy rates are down, crea­ 
ting the greatest pent-up de­ 
mand in several years and 
noted that family formations 
are rising. The rate of in­ 
crease in housing starts may

be tempered to some extent 
by high interest rates and the 
influences of the Vietnam 
war. but this will only be a 
matter of degree. Binger pre­ 
dicts. He said the evidence 
seems to support forecasts 
that housing starts in 1968 
will be up a minimum of 10 
per cent.
